Military observers believe that 
Egypt's ploy failed to achieve its 
main sim — giving the negoti:tions 
am emergency momentum.

Cairo’s game. 

The Egyptians ore believed unli- 
kely ta iaunch military operations 
28 ἃ means of increasing pressure 
on Israel as Jong as the talks are 
still alive, But if complete deadiock 
develops, Egypt may well try \mi- 
ted attacks to break it. 

However, observers do not feel 
that a temporary breakdown in the 
talks σου ἃ necessarily Jead to war, 
Only if Egypt believes that there 
is no chance at all for a further 
settlement would it initiate military 
action, according to this assessment. 

The Egyptian army has for some 
time been back at its previous 
strength, with the exception of the 
Air Force, which still lacks spare 
parts and ammunition. The other 
branches have not only rebuilt the 
units decimated in the Yom Kippur 
War, but have also replaced lost 
weapons with better quality hard- 
ware than before the war, including 


‘T62 tunks instead of T55s, improved 
armoured personne! carriers and 
artillery, and more helicopters. 

The Egyptian army hos been and 
is still training very hard. But the 
air force has apparently had to 
cut training progrummes because 
of shortuyes. 

The Unef is not considered 2 
Serious military obstacle to Egypt, 
should it decide to launch hostili- 
tles, But it is believed to have con- 
siderable value as ἃ political ob- 
sticle to the outbreak of o new 
war. 

On the other hand, Svria is seen 
Uikely to consider launching hasti- 
lities if the negotiations succeed. 
Most of the Syrian army — which 
has been training intensively and 
applying the lessons of the Yom 
Kippur War, ts still deployed slong 
the border with Israel and it could 
be ready for war in a short time. 

Observers believe it very unlikely 
that Jordan would remain on the 
sidelines in a future conflict. If it 
gets the Hawk missile umbrella 
from the U.S., this will increase its 
confidence and belief in its freedom 
of action. 


Chances for new war in Mideast 
said much higher than year ago. 


israeli militar, Κ΄. e& Wis for- 
eign correspondents yesterday that 
Israel assesses the possibility of a 
new war in the Middle East as much 
higher than a year ago and that 
it could develop In a matter of hours 
if the UN force leaves its buffer 
zone in Sinai, 

The military sourves said Egypt 
has rebuilt its capubility following 
the destruction of its war potential 
in the October 1973 fighting. 

The sources said Israel put its 
troops on alert follwing intelligence 
reports that Egypt had called an 
alert in its land, sea and air forces, 
The Israeli sources could not con- 
firm, however, Pentagon reports that 
the Egyptians had redeployed anti- 
aircraft batteries on the west bank 
of the Suez Canal. 

The sources, in a wide range of 
replies to questions about the pos- 
sibility of a fifth Arab-Israeli war, 
said a confiict could have erupted 
at midnight New York time July 
24 if the mandate of the 3,919 UN 
forces hed not been extended by the 
Security Council until October 24. 

“I would say that if the man- 
date had not been renewed, pro. 
bably by 7 o'clock Middle East time 
‘on the 25th of July, we would not 
have had UN forces in Sinai on 
active duty and we would have 
found an automatic vacuum between 


israel and Egypt and wiih τι be . 
of intentions some sort of ativiuy 
would have been unavoidable, at 
least. that. 

“If the mandate ig not to be 
renewed on October 24 and there 
is a vacuum with the UN buffer 
zone and both eides are trying to 
get as much of this vacuum as 
Possible, how near we'll be to 8 
war may be a question of hours.” 

The sources virtually ruled out 
the likelihood of a major offensive 
by Egypt and Syria but eaid both 
nations were strong enough to start 
minor military operations in light- 
ning moves designed to pressure 
Israel into giving up ‘territory cap- 
tured in the 1967 war. 

AS examples, they cited a move 
to blockade Eilat — an act that 
led to the 1967 war — or the mas- 
sing of Egyptian forces on the 
east bank of the Suez Canal with 
the objective of occupying the UN 
buffer zone. 

“This, of course, would bring an 
immediate political intervention or 
δ military ion,” the sources 
said. “The whole world (would be) 
facing the possibility of either per- 
mitting ἃ military deterioration 
which, of course, can lead to any- 
thing on both sides of the Suez 
Canal, or to immediate political 
intervention.” 


Such chances for a limited con- 
fiict exist, the sources said, “because 
we are not talking of war in which 
military activity would deliver the 
goods; we are talking of war where 
the military activity would pro- 
mote politica! developments that 
would deliver the goods. That's truc 
with Egypt and that’s true with 
Syria." 

Another interim peace agreement 
with Egypt would mean the chances 
for war “will be very much reduced” 
but that such a pact would in- 
crease the possibility of war on the 
Golan Heights because Syria would 
gain nothing by waiting, the sour- 
ces said. 

The sources said Israel could not 
rely on American observers to pro- 
vide full and swift information if 
they took over the electronic warn- 
ing station in the Sinai mountains. 
They said Israel could not trust 
the Americans to pass on informa- 
tion detrimental to Egypt, with 
which Washington also maintains 
good relations, If they did, they 
almost certainly would inform 
Egypt of the intelligence given to 
the Israelis, the sources said. 

“Each country spies for its own 
benefit," said one Israeli officer. 
“The Americans would be in 2 dif- 
ficult position no matter what they 
did.” (AP, UPI}

A Magen David Adom official 
complained last night that police 
were refusing to allow ambulances 
to travel eastward on Jaffa Road 
unless they sound their sirens. 

‘The official, Shalom Bibi, said 
he didn't want to sound his sirens, 
80 85 not to cause panic. 

Police Chief Heinz Breitenfeld 
said the drivers would have to 
sound their sirens to demonstrate 
that they weren't just taking a 
nurse home. 

Eastbound traffic along Jaffa 
Road was banned last week to all 
but buses and taxis on the kilo- 
metre-long stretch between Kikar 
Nordau and Kikar BHerut “David- 
ka.” Bibi, transport officer at MDA, 
said his ambulances have to make 
a run down Jaffa Road from their 
Romema headquarters 10-20 times 
a day, generally to pick up patients 
at Shaare Zedek and Bikur Holim 
hospitals for transfer to Hadassah. 

“Tf they go down the street with 
thelr sirens sounding,” he said in 


a telephone interview, “everyone 
will think there’s- been an explo- 
sion.” Paising beneath the windows 
of Shaare Zedek with the sirens 
wailing, he said, would be enough 
to send the hospital into an emer- 
gency alert. 

Breitenfeld satd that sirens have 
to be sounded if an emergency 
vehicle wishes to use the eastbound 
stretch. “We don’t even let fire 
trucks or police cars use it unless 
theyre on emergency duty,” he 
said. The police commander noted 
that ambulances are often used for 
non-emergency errands. ἢ 

On another aspect of the road 
Closure, Breitenfeld said that the 
eastbound route was closed to pri- 
vate vehicles even on the Sabbath, 
even though buses do not run. “We 
can’t accustom people to obey a 
law just during certain hours,” he 
said. Although many private vehic- 
les used Jaffa Road eastbound last 
Saturday, the police chief said they 
were not summoned during the 
first week but that they will be 
from now on.

In other East European countries 
the situation appeara to be very 
similar to that of Poland. 

It remains to be scen whether 
the present drastic measures will 
be more effective than the ones 
introduced in East Europe in the 
1960s.

investment is currently in the 
doldrums, and the law intended to 
encourage it has been extended only 
up to néxt April. 

Since this spate of reforms Ja tikely 
to be accompanied by an econemic 
slowdown, new welfare and employ- 
ment policies are also urgently need- 
ed, not to speak of tho long overdue 
reform of pension funda, Within a 
year or so we may thus sce major 
pieces of our fiscal and institutianal 
frarmework changed more than 
within the past few decades.

THE ONE OUTSTANDING reswt of 
the new income tax has been the of- 
ficial guarantee for wage-earners' 
net Income, something the Hiatadrut 
never auceeeded in getting before. 

To be sure, this guarantee has been 
couched in vague terms end given 
only for an interim period, due ta run 
out at the end of this fisca) year. 
However, no one expects Jt 16 lapse 
and the income of any group of 
workers to drop. Quite the contrary: 

this guarantee presages further 
wage creep in the near future, when 
collective tariff agreements are 
renegotiated. The new model of the 
C-o-L allowance must also raise our 
wage bill and increase net wage dis- 
paritiea more than the old one. In 
these circumstances the impending 
imposition of VAT and the crawling 
devaluation we are e fm are 
likely not to check, but to add force 
to the inflationary process. A wage 
explosion is almost certain in the 
near future, while a reform of the 
wage structure is no more than ἃ 
pipedream. The chances for tangible 
progress in other fields are equally 
slim. 

Instead of advancing towards a 
more efficient, better streamlined 
economy, we may have shortly to 
resort to more emergency measures 
and stop-gap policies, delaying δ 
basic reform for a caimer time. 
Although one may ask whether that 
time will come if we continue to beat 
about the bush and to look for 
roiracle solutions.

Natad dollar hits record high

Making a name in the 
folk dancing world

MEMBERS OF AN Jereell folk dan- 
cing troupe have a better chance of 
travelling abroad with their “team” 
than the members of a soccer 
eleven. 

‘This [5 because Israe] has made ἃ 
name for itself in the world of folk 
dancing. and can compete with 
nations of long tradition in the field, 
such as Yugoslavia, Greece, Russia 
and Rumania. This summer eight 
local folk dancing troupes will par- 
ticipate in competitions and festivals 
abroad, says Dr. Den Ronen, a 
folkdancing enthusiast who, in his of- 
ficial job, is on adviser to the 
Minister of Education and Culture, 


Under Ronen's prodding, three 
years ago the Ministries of Educa- 

tion, Tourism and Foreign Affairs 
set UP a committee to screen all 
troupes wanting to go abroad as 
representatives of the country. 
‘Teama whose standards are judged 
sufficiently high receive some finan- 
cial help, but more important, they 
get assistance from our embassies 
and officia) permission to use the 
name of Israel. This year, for in- 
stance, three troupes of the 11 which 
applied ‘were advised that they were 
not ready for competition abroad. 
Others were cleared only for perfor- 
™mances before youth audiences. 

There are now 25 amateur troupes 
in the country, comprising over 200 
dancers and musicians, Ronen says. 
They finance their tours abroad 
from the income of performances, 
which can command between ILi,- 
000 and 1L.1,500 an evening. This in- 
come is usually supplemented by a 
sponsoring municipality or univeral- 
ty and the contribution of the 


nauional cunmittee. 

Israel is invited to almost all inter- 
national festivals, Ronen comments 
with satisfaction, and for the past 
four years it has been a member of 
the International Organization of 
Folk Dancing Festivals. He tells of a 
festival in France this year, where 
Israel was invited along with several 
Arab countries. When the Arabs in- 
dicated they would not attend if 
Israel was coming, the organizers 
went ahead and reconfirmed Israel's 
invitation. 

Dan Ronen's love affelr with folk 
‘dancing dates from his student days 
at the Hebrew University in the 
1950s, when he danced in the univer- 
sity troupe. Later, as a shaligh in the 
U.S. for the youth and education 
department of the Jewish National 
Fund, he put his expertise as a 
dancer, accordionist, and organizer 
to good use. "Ἴ travelled al) over the 
U.S. and found that the language of 
folk dancing was universally un- 
derstood,” he says. 

To Ronen folk dancing constitutes 
a sort of educational mission. ‘In 
dance all cultures are equal, 
therefore they can all emerge freely 
and integrate. In a circle ali 
are the same." He also feels that folk 
dancing gives expreasion to belief in 
Zionism and the future of Israel. 
After the ‘Yom Kippur War there was 
an upsurge of interest In folk dan- 
cing, he notes. “It’s a healthy ap- 
proach, which helps young people to 
identify.”" 

To Dan Ronen, folk dancing, more 
than any other art form, expresses, 
the pluralism of the Israeli and his 
hidden wish for synthesis.

MATCH POINT PRECISION, by 
C.C. Wei and Ron Andersen, publish- 
ed by Monna Lisa Precision Cor- 
poration, 277 Park Avenue, New

NEW DIMENSIONS in bidding are 
constantly emerging from C.C. Wei's 
creation of “precision.” This new 
system of bidding has taken the 
bridge world by storm. More and 
more victories are achieved by 
precision players, and even the 
world champion Italian team has 
adopted it. A rich library of books on 
the system has emerged and is ex- 
panding. New meanings are’ con- 
stantly being given to precision bids. 
The book under review is the latest 
in the expanding perspectives, 

The authors demonstrated their 
skill by winning a phenomenal 83 per 
cent game in a high level regional 
tournament In New York. Their book 
presents the system in detail. * 

One important innovation is in the 
pattern of the opening bid of one no 
trump. This bid denies a four card 
major. As a consequence the nature 
of the Stayman two club and two dia- 


mond bids !s changed. The 
strength of the one no trump remains 
the same, 13-15 high card points. 
Another similar innovation is the 
denial of a four card major in the 
opening bid of two clubs. This 
remains the equivalent of an opening 
one bid with five or six clubs. 

One of the special! contributions of 
this booky which is applicable in any 
system of bidding, is the description 
of match point tactics. This includes 
consideration of when to double, 
when to sacrifice, and when to 
balance. Not enough consideration is 
given however to the differences in 
tactics in rubber bridge, and when 
there is IMP scoring in duplicate. 

In one aspect the book is cumber- 
some to use. There is no index. While 
a very good summary partially sub- 
stitutes for an index, there is no page 
reference to the detailed description. 
The most important chapter of the 
book, chapter 8, “Constructive Bid- 
ding.”’ which describes opening bids, 
responses and rebids, is 9S pages 
long.

“ANKARA ‘has declared that it will take over the 27 important 
US. military bases in reteRation for the Congress's decision 
last Thursday to continue the ban on arms supplies to Turkey. 
The House decision was based on the. undeniable fact that

Turkey is in no great hurry to eject the American forces, 
for Soviet Russia is an uncomfortable neighbour. The Americans 
will be in no great hurry to remove equipment, in .the hope 
that either will presently accept a compromise for- 


mula or that the Turks will themselves decide that they do not 
really wish to be denuded of all American support. The Greeks, 
it has now been suggested in the U.S. Senate, may well come 


to regret the pressure that may end in Turkish control of the 
huge U.S. nuclear arsenal stored in Turkey. 

Nato has thus been substantially weakened in advance of 
the Helsinki meeting. The Soviets, an observer said some 
months ago, no longer feel any need for conciliatory moves to 
the West, for they are convinced that Western Europe is 
moving in their direction without much effort on their part. 
This view is likely to be reflected in Helsinki. 

In retrospect, Dr, Kisginger’s gamble in Cyprus is seen rot 
to have paid off too well. He adjured the Greeks to make no 
military Imove to counter the Turkish invasion of the island 
in the hope of preserving peace, and they complied, In the 
throes of coup and counter-coup, they could in any case 
scarcely have expected to mount an effective defence against 
Turkey. 

But they are entitled to feel disappointment and chagrin at 
the neglect the Greck community on Cyprus has suffered since. 
No one, least of all the UN, bas approved the present division 
of the island. But even failing any attempt to counter the 
Turkish proclamation of autonomy in the north-eastern third 
of Cyprus, much more could haye been done for the dislodged 
Greeks. They had not dealt fairly with the Turkish minority 
but they were assured of security and did not get H. . 

The island is close to our shores and we have in the past 
‘been linked to it by ties of friendship, roughly repudiated by 
President Makarios. We can in no way help to solve their prob- 
fem, though we may wish to see_Neto survive. But the cur- 
rent conflict between the U.S. Department of State and Con- 
gress, the biatus between American strategic interests, pro- 
Tiises and action, can be no encouragement to Israel in the 
present stage of negotiations with the US. and Egypt.
